"College Toplcs," of tho Unlvorslty

0" Virginia, nuikos the following state¬
ment:

It may be "old fogy," but Thp TImes-

Dlspatch vlews wlth moro or less con¬

corn the tendency ln modern educatlon
to nbnndon the classlcs. Thls ls
practical age, and practical povsoris
nro prono to Inqulro whnt ls tbe prac¬
tical value of a knowlcdgo of the dead
langunges? Why not dovote the tlmo
to acqulrlng a knowledgo ot French,
Gormnn and Spanlsh, which Is not only
nn accomplishment, but a valuablo aid
to a business or professlonal vocallon?
If educatlon wero merely a matter of
accompllshmcnts, or merely a matter
of acqulrlng knowlodge, such argu-
nicnts would bo sound. But educatlon,
in its truest nnd bost sense, has to do
with the foiuidatlon rather than wlth
tho superstructuro. AVo speak of tho
"groundworlt" of educatlon as though
there woro somo other kind of educa¬
tlon. In point of fact, all educatlon
Isi groundwork. Tho groundwork is
begun when the child learns tho alpha-
bet.lndeed, when tho child enters the
kiudergarton school. The pupil Is ad¬
vanced from ono study tq another, as

tho mind devclops; but every course of
Instructlon, lf tho tcachor knows hls
business, ls glven to strengthen the
foundat.lon. Dropplng tho flguro, edu¬
catlon, as tlio term lmplles, Is a pro-
ccss of devolopmont In Its lntellec-
tual aspect, it ls for tho tralnlng of
the mind, and thc acqulsltlon of knowl¬
cdgo ls lncldental. How mnny of us,
al forty and flfty, could pass nn examl¬
natlon on the books we studled at col¬
logo? Much of tho knowledgo wc

gnlned ln th_ foreign lnngungos, ln
matliematlcs and tho scienens, oscapes
us as wo grow, unless wo koop up our

collego studlos. But the tralnlng which
thc mind received ls an abldlng forco.
Thc man whose mind was tralnod nt

ccllege Is far bettor equlppod for tho
actlvltlcs of llfe, no matter what hls
calling mny be, than otherwlso he
woulcl bo. lt holps the powor of analy-
sls, and in practical llfe that powor
must be brought Into action whenevor
u practical proposition ls presented.
Thoro ls no bettor menlnl exercise thnn
thu study of Latln nnd Greek; no bot¬
tor groundwork for languago study;
for thoy form the bnso of most of tho
iitodern Innguages of clvillzation. A
miin may havo aceomiijlslunents, nnd
nuiy take a degrcq, but hls educatlon
li not compioto unless ho has taken a

ihorough course ln Latln and Greek.
Tho Unlverslty of A'lrglnla has mnde
a speclalty of thoso classlcs, and Thu
TImes-Dlspatch cannot but feel that
tt ls loworlng Its standard and lmpulr-
li.g Us usetulnesa whon lt falls to in-
cludo Latln an.l Greek lll the prlmo
ceeentidls of Its currlculum.
